In educational matters there was universal confi- 


dence in the judgment and justice of the Papacy from the days of 
Bugenius II in the ninth century to the days of the Counter-Reforma- 


tion in the sixteenth.

Whether we regard Canon 


84 of the canons promulgated at the Concillum Romanum in 826, or the 
decrees of the Third Lateran Council in 1179, of the Fourth Lateran 
Council in 1215, and of other Councils, such as that of Vienna in 1311, 
we always find that the medieval Church is seeking to advance learning 


of all grades, and to coordinate educational effort of all kinds.
